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With the American Army of Occu­ 
pation, April 28.—German mail pass­ 
ing through the American censorship 
recently has been made up principally 
of letters relating to resumption of 
commercial relations with the United 
States, G reat Britain 
and 
France. 
Dealings in clothing m aterials and t~- 
ticles of clothing take up a predomi­ 
nant place in the letters referring to 
businesti m atters, and from indica­ 
tions in the mail it would seem that a 
great deal of cloth is being imported 
nto occupied Germany from Franco 
*.nd Alsace-Lorraine. 
The head of a chemical works in 
Winkel and Wiesbaden, writing to a 
New York concern, says that since 
commercial relations between the I ni- 
ted .States and the occupied territory 
of Germany are about to be renewed, 
he desires to order at once several 
hundred tons of phosphates. 
He be­ 
lieves he will be able to arrange for 
the import permit for this shipment. 
Quotations F. 0. B. at Antwerp or 
Rotterdam are requested, payment to 
be made from credits which the firm 
still has in America. 
In a circular trade letter a bank 
in Hamburg says that in event the 
German vessels surrendered to the 
allies are not returned it would be 
the duty of the government to re­ 
place the lost tonnage. 
The letter 
.set. forth also that the shipbuilding 
industry is in position to turn out a 
million tons of shipping within a year, 
and that materials, >nch as lead, steel 
and copper aire at hand in sufficient 
quantity to carry out this program. 
Shoemakers throughout the Ameri­ 
can o ccu p ied area recently have been 
buying leather scraps from the third 
United States army, this leather hav­ 
ing been abandoned by the German 
army after the armistice. 
In Coblenz 
aion# it is estimated more. than $1,- 
000,000 worth of leather was found by 
the Americans in the various stein* 
houses of the eight German army 
corps. 
According to the letters there ap­ 
pears to be no shortage in Germany of 
metals such as steel, iron, zinc ami tin 
and there are enormous storks of ma- 
chine i f of various kinds on hand. Lark 
of coal and inud**quate transportation 
facilities, such as shortage of freight 
cars, are the deciding factors in cur­ 
tailing the business and industrial ac­ 
tivities of the country.

New York, May 28.—Outside the 
heavy granite 
customhouse, 
in the 
rear, there may be seen daily a dou­ 
ble line of durk-hued men. some of 
them mere boys, some of them griz­ 
zled; none of them

height but m yiy with muscles which 
have been tautened and hardened by 
labor. 
Slowly the line creeps along 
th e‘gray wall to a door where a few 
at a time are let in by one of the 
uniformed officials who guard the line. 
Some of the men carry papers tight­ 
ly clasped in their hands; others take 
them out from secret places now and 
then to make sure that they have not 
been lost. 
Inside the building they mak*- their 
way to a room in charge of internal 
revenue collectors. 
Hose they must 
give an accounting of the money they 
have made during the last year or 
more. 
A large number of these men 
are liable for income taxes which in 
many cases they have not paid. 
"I paid in Cleveland,” one of them 
protests. 
“ Yes, but you did not pay enough,” 
he is told. 
The man objects, but he 
pays. The scrutiny is very strict. 
Those who do not h a v e to pay, and 
those* who have paid, 
move 
along 
slowly again to another room where 
there are more officials 
ami 
m ore 
translators. 
Women and naturalized 
Americans are pushed along and d e a l t 
with first. 
All papers are examined 
to make sure that they are in order 
and then the line g o e s forward again 
to the apartm ent where the final per­ 
mits are issued and the immigrant is 
free, as far as the government is 
concerned, to proceed to the land of 
his birth. 
Thousands of Them. 
These immigrant-emigrant*, mostly 
Italians, have come from all parts of 
the I 'nited States, and some from 
Canada. 
They puss through the en - 
tomhouse at the rate of ii thousand 
a day and they have been going 
through like that since the day after 
the armistice was signed. 
Tens of 
thousands of them have been working 
in the various war industries. 
That 
work is largely finished now. 
There 
will be other jobs for men like these 
but the process of aifjustment is dif­ 
ficult. 
When one considers how dif­ 
ficult even the native bom are finding 
it to readjust themselves to changed 
conditions, it can readily be 
under­ 
stood what it means to the.-e foreign­ 
ers. 
Besides, these men want to go 
home and see how their fam ilia rela­ 
tives anti friends have fared tim ing 
the war. 
The Italian immigrant has 
always made it a practice to go home 
at dull times and live there for a tim* 
on what he has saved from his Ameri­ 
can wages, but there bas never been 
a time since the panic year when men 
have gone in such great numbers and 
for so long a period. 
It is interesting to note that the 
Italians who have gone into agricul­ 
ture and own larger or smaller pieces 
of land are not going home. 
It is the 
industrial worker, the w a g e t urner 
with nothing at stake but his job who, 
sharing in the present prevalent un­ 
rest urn! apprehension, takes the oc­ 
casion to leave. Will they come back, 
anti when ?

France with a decree by M. Clemen­ 
te!, mini.-ter of commerce, setting up 
seventeen new ‘ economic legions” in 
the republic. 
This is a first step to­ 
ward the decentralization of the eco­ 
nomic life of the country with the ob­ 
ject of giving different sections that 
have (Hirerse interest wider scope for 
local initiative in the utilization of 
the i Hornets that are particular to 
< ach of them. 
It may eventually de­ 
velop into a most radical political re­ 
form. 
The new "economic regions” will 
have for their “capitals” I’arts, Lille, 
Nancy, M arseilles, Bordeaux, Amiens, 
Rouen, Caen, Nantes. Brest, Limoges, 
Toulouse, 
Montpellier, 
Grenoble, 
Lyons,, and Clermont Ferrand. 
Eco­ 
nomic regions are still to be formed 
for Alsace-Lorraine and for the region 
just south of Paris. There will event­ 
ually be ubout twenty in all, corre­ 
sponding in number to tie military 
departments. 
Nothing more is contemplated for 
the morm*nt in this reform than a 
consultative function by bodies in each 
region c< mposed of representatives of 
chambers of commerce. It will afford 
manufacturers and business nun an 
opportunity to co-operato with the 
government in the settlement of qyes- 
tions of special interest to their re­ 
pel ti\e regions. • 
There is on the calender 
of 
the 
chamber of deputies a bill that goes 
much farther. 
It proposes the substi­ 
tution of about twenty “ regions” for 
the eighrty-seven 
departm ents 
into 
which France was divided after the 
revolution, giving the regions legisla­ 
tive bodies with power to make laws 
affecting only local interests. 
This proposed reform would give 
tile regions a closer rsemblance tu 
the states of the American union than 
that presented by 
the 
departments 
now existing. These departments hav­ 
ing little initiative in public affairs, 
everything has been centralized in 
Paris. 
Affairs of purely local inter­ 
est were often so bound up in red tape 
in the capital that local initiative re­ 
garding them was stifled. 
I he be­ 
ginning now made by the m inister of 
commerce is hailed as a promising in­ 
dication that eventually the whole re­ 
form plan will be adopted.

Ralph Williams, colored, is dead, 
and Minnie Williams, his wife, is se­ 
riously, if not mortally wounded, as 
the result of a shooting which oc­ 
curred last evening between IO and 
11 o’clock. 
The shooting was the result of a 
quarrel between 
Williams 
and his 
wife, who have been married only a 
few weeks. 
According to the reports, the couple 
had a violent quarrel Saturday and 
Ralph Williams left home. 
Last evening he returned and find­ 
ing his wife absent he awaited her 
return. 
The woman, according to her state­ 
ment to Sheriff 
M oorhead, 
w’ho 
reached the scene shortly after the 
.-hooting, had beer# over to a neigh­ 
bor’s house and about 10:30 o’clock 
was returning. 
As she reached her 
home she saw’ Ralph standing in front 
of the gate. 
As she approached he 
made some rem arks to her about her 
running around and began shooting at 
her. 
She .w as hit in the stomach and in 
the leg. 
The woman claims that after Ralph 
began to shoot at her that she reach­ 
ed down into her stpcking and got a 
pistol, she was carrying, and then 
shot him, and that 
he fell 
in his 
tracks. 
.Sheriff Morehead states that when 
he reached the scene of the killing 
that the negro man was lying about 
20 feet from the gate. 
The man’s 
pistol h as not been found, but those 
living in th e neighborhood, over west 
of the park, say that there were eight 
to twelve shots fired. 
The man was hit two times, right 
over the heart, the bullet holes not 
being over an inch apart, and death 
must have been almost instant. 
The woman's pistol shows that she 
fired six times. 
Tile woman was removed to a hos­ 
pital this forenoon and it was the in­ 
tention of Dr. Hammond, her physi­ 
cian to operate today. Until the ope­ 
ration is performed it cannot be told 
just how seriously she is hurt. 
Those wrho know the couple state 
that Ralph Williams w as a hard work­ 
ing negro and not given to causing 
trouble. 
The woman does not bear the best 
of reputations, so it is claimed. 
Williams was about 45 years 
old 
and his wife is about 85.

MAJOR PARKER PIN N IN G CROIX DE 
GUERRE ON BRYAN BOY. 


Private Charles Kelly, of tile Unit­ 
ed States marines, one 
of 
Father 
Glelssner’s orphan boys, received the 
Croix de guerre. May 5, 1919, at the 
navy yard, W ashington, D. C. 
The decoration was bestowed for 
heroism displayed in carrying a note 
while under fire 
at 
Mont 
Blanc, 
France, last October. 
On May 5, the entire battalion of 
marines was lined up and the cross 
w’as presented by Major W. H. P ar­ 
ker in the presence of Kelly’s battal­ 
ion. 
Private Kelly, who is from Bryan, 
enlisted April 7, 1917 and was among 
the first soldiers and marines to go 
across. 
The citation, which was signed by 
Marshall Petain, commander in chief 
of the French arm y of the east, and 
which was read 
by 
Major Parker 
reads: 
“C. H. Kelly, of the 5th regim ent 


I of the marines carried a message to 
Captain Yawl, near Mont Blanc, Oc­ 
tober 4, 1918, under a violent bar­ 
rage w’hich came as much from our 
flank, as from the enemy’s front. He 
displayed extraordinary heroism and 
although painfully woundej accom­ 
plished the order entrusted to hum 
very courageously.” 
At this tim e Kelly is in the naval 
hospital at Washington, D. C., and 
writes that his 
hand, 
which 
was 
wounded is slowly getting well. 
Pri- 
I vate Kelly has two more 
years 
to 
serve with the marines. 
Three more of Father Gleisner’s 
orphan boys served their country dur- 
I ing the war, namely:

New ^ ork, May 27—Business men 
who recently participated in a trade 
excursion into Mexico are not inclin­ 
ed to favor the immediate invest­ 
ment of capital in that country. Bank­ 
ing facilities w*ere found to be un­ 
sound; transportation was suffering 
severely from the lack of rolling stock, 
and manufacturing, smelting and min­ 
ing industries were operating on part 
time. 
A visit was made to Tampico 
where the situation in the oil fields 
was shown to be unsettled. 
The oxcurionists were everywhere 
given a courteous and cordial recep­ 
tion, 
The crops seemed to be good 
and it was reported to members of 
tla> party that they w-r-re better than 
they had been for se veral years past. 
These statem ents are taken from a 
report made to the national associa­ 
tion for the protection of American 
rights in Mexico by a member of this 
trade excursion who writes that “the 
conditions in Mexico 
are 
still far 
I rom normal, but sufficient improve­ 
ment has been noted during the last 
few months to w arrant an effort to­ 
ward establishing more active com­ 
mercial relations.” 
“'I he majority of the excursionists, 
however, are not inclined to favor the 
immediate investment 
of 
capital in 
Mexico. They believe a better plan is 
to cultivate closer social relations with 
the Mexicans, study their needs and 
customs and lay the foundation for the 
business which they feel certain will 
come from Mexico. 
I believe one of two things will 
happen in Mexico w ithin the next year 
or two, ‘says the report.’ 
Either the 
Mexican people will stabilize condi­ 
tions sufficiently to 
give 
adequate 
protection to foreign capital and in- 
lu. tries or it will be done for them. 
he reason is obvious. 
Mexico has 
much that the world nee<Ts and needs 
badly. 
It is, therefore, reasonable to 
appose that the world will secure 
these necessities. 
“Carranza is unpopular with prac- 
icolly all classes except those w'ho 
have been able to profit from the 
poils of office. 
It seems to be the 
general impression that he will make 
no effort to continue to hold the pres­ 
i d e n c y , although his statem ent that he 
would not do so has been questioned. 
"Public sentiment towards the Uni­ 
ted States has undergone noticeable 
change since the signing of the arm is­ 


t i c e . 
The Mexicans realize now' that 
they misjudged this country and have 
a most wholesome 
respect 
for our 
fighting ability. 
German 
influence 
slumped m aterially and not in years 
has the .sentiment, particularly among 
the im portant commercial 
interests, 
been so favorable to better business 
lions with the United States.
